a case including a first end portion and a second end portion that when joined 
Refine an enclosed interior space in which an item can be placed; 

ting implement affixed to the first end portion, the writing implement 
pivotaW^between a writing position and a rest position; 
wherein when the fh;§t end portion is joined to the case an enclosed interior space is 
defined, and when the fhst end portion is removed fi-om the case the interior space can be 
accessed. 

The writing instrument of claiik 1 wherein the second end is provided with an end wall 
integral with the second end portic 

The vmting instrument of claim 1 wftw-ein a time piece is positioned on the case. 
The writing instrument of claim 1 wherein the second end portion is provided with a lip 
for receiving the first end portion when theSfirst portion ^joined to the second end 
portion.

36. The container of claim 28 wherein the compartment is a slot having circular sidewalls 
that extend upw^H^n the interior space from a bottom of the container. 

37. The container of claims28 wherein the compartment is at least one slot having plurality 
of slot defining sidewallsljiat extend upward in the interior space from a bottom of the 
container.
